NO CODE LICENSE 
The FCC has released the Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 


proposing to establish an Amateur Radio operator license class 


which would not require any demonstrated ability to send or 
receive Morse code. The so called codeless license proposal seeks 
to create one of two possible new classes of Amateur license. One 
alternative would be the Technician class without the five word per 
minute Morse code examination. This license would carry all 
amateur privileges above 50 MHz. The second alternative would be 
an Experimenter class. 

This license would require passing a’ theory test which would 
require knowledge of digital and other Amajeur techniques and 
would grant all amateur privileges above 144 MHz. 

FCC seeks comments on this proposal, especially views on the 
composition of the new theory test for the proposed Experimenter 
class. It also seeks comments on the frequency privileges to be 
given to either a Codeless Technician or Experimenter class. 
Comment deadline is April 29, 1983. Replies are due May 31. 

March 1983 QST will carry the entire text of this proposal, in- 
-cluding information on how to file comments with the FCC. The

Dear Andy: 

While ering over the new 11th edition of “Hints and Kinks”’ I ran across ‘‘an old, but not 
forgotten lightning-arrestor idea” (p. 5-13). The idea is one that [have seen over the years 
is to use spark plugs as a protective spark-gap in the antenna feeder or transmission line. 
This may seem like a good idea but after seeing a few smoking and burnt out transmitters, 
spark-gaps and all, I have never seen any figures on the effectiveness of spark-gaps as a 
protective device. ; . 

A spark-gap of .01” is good for about 1KV in clean dry air if you can find some. The 
voltage on a 50 ohm line at 1KW is about 250V with a 1:1 SWR and a 600 ohm line under the 
same conditions, about 800V. f 

As the antenna system is generally used for reception as well as transmission in an 
amateur installation and with a probable minimum gap of .01’’, a 1000V hit on the front- 
end of a state-of-the-art transistorized receiver would wipe it out! A tube type front-end 
might take it but then I have seen this type of military and commercial receivers witha 
neon tube (striking voltage around 100V) acorss the input for protection. This type of 
protection would not be much help to a transistorized RF stage especially with the input 
transformer step-up from the 50 ohm imput. . 

The best lightning protection would be a switch in the transmission line that disconnects 
the equipment and grounds the line. Then pray that it is never tested! z

HERE ARE THE DETAILS OF THE NO-CODE NPRM: 

P.R. Docket 83-28 contains two options. The first would delete the 
telegraphy requirement from the current Technician Class 
examination. The new license would permit those passing Element 
Two of the Commission’s structured ‘‘Amateur Radio License 
Examinations” the same privileges now enjoyed by Amateurs 
passing a 5 wpm telegraphy exam, except for A-1 operation on the 
Novice C.W. bands. Technician licensees who have already passed 
a code test would not lose those privileges, and new, ‘“‘no-code”’ 
Techs could obtain the additional bands by proving their code 
proficiency to another Ham; no documentation of this latter ability 
would need to be provided the Commission. Permitted operation 
would be on all bands above 50 MHz and would include all modes 
currently allowed the Technician Class. 

The second option is called the “‘Experimenter Class” and is. 
designed to permit various forms of digital communications on all 
bands above 144 MHz. (The FCC did reserve the right to permit this 
class to operate as low as 50 MHz.) The Commission has proposed 
adding a new “Element 5” to the testing schedule as a written 
examination for this class and has requested input from the 
Amateur community as to the difficulty level to be applied to such 
an examination element. Neither proposed option would permit a 
no-code licensee any operating privileges below 30 MHz in ac- 
cordance with international treaty (except after the proof-of- 
performance requirement mentioned above).

THE VHFers ROOST

VHF/UHF reporting has been rather lackluster this month, but 
then there has not been too much in the way of openings for the past 
few weeks. The 6 meter F2 season appears to have ended, but one 
never knows when that band will suddenly produce an interesting 
opening. Early morning intra-state tropo enhancement has been 
noticed recently. Shortly after sunrise, TV stations, NHF and UHF 
too, which normally are in or below the noise will become quite 
strong for an hour or so. DXing on the FM broadcast band on the 
way to work in the morning will provide stations up to 300 miles 
away on occasion, particularly at this time of the year when the 
lower atmosphere is not disrupted by thunderstorms or heavy 
showers. , 

Be sure to read March “‘QST”’ for full information on the FCC’s 
proposals for a no-code license. Their decisions to be made in the 
next few months will greatly affect our operating on the bands 
above 30 mhz. Check also, the ‘“‘ARRL Letter’’ of Feb. 3 and the 
current ‘‘Westlink Report’ for late-breaking information on the 
new proposals from Washington. 

I attended the Miami Tropical Hamboree on the 6th of Feb. and 
visited with a number of local VHF ers including WB4OSN, K3KUZ, 
W4EMB, W4VTJ, WD4BVO, and WB4KGY as well as WB6NMT. 
WB6NMT, who has made EME QSOs on all bands from 6m through 
70cm, said that his Lunar Electronics Company has recently 
acquired W2GN’s ARCOS line of high power stripline power am- 
plifiers and kits for 6m through 70cm. 

Frank, K4GT, the former editor of this column, passed away at 
the beginning of Feb. He certainly will be missed in the Tampa 
area. 

The 6 meter report is brief this month because of lack of 
significant openings. HCiJX, an engineer at the HCJB HF 
broadcasting station in Quito, Ecuador, is for all practical purposes 
QRT on 6 meters: his beacon (2w. ERP on 50.036) should be on 
again soon—after he repairs the feedline which his son hit with the 


lawnmower. However, John’s transmitter is not currently 
operational because he is devoting his limited time to being the only 
HC on HF RTTY. Furthermore, he will be Stateside from late 
Spring until August. John says that Benny, HC1BI, also of Quito, is 
active with 30 watts so we still have an HC to look for. I hope to do 
another June Contest(s) DXpedition this year; plans are wide open 
but possible QTHs are Gitmo Bay, Guadelope, Jamaica, or St. 
Martin. Please let me know which you’all prefer. K4KUZ is up to 49 
states/countries. 


I have an urgent request from some active 2m SSB buffs: please 
move up or down form the 144.200 mhz calling frequency after you 
establish contact. W4VTJ also suggests that tuning up of amplifiers 
on .200 is not in good taste. W4EMB and W4VTJ are to begin skeds 
with VP5EW, Grand Turk. I’ll keep you informed as I hear of 
progress. On Feb. 5 from 9-10:30 A.M. E.S.T., XE3FC of Merida, 
Mexico was into the 147.00 repeater in Homestead. He runs 70w toa 
Ringo Ranger at low height; the repeater’s antenna is just below 
1000 ft. He worked approximately 35 area hams through the 
machine, reportedly made on direct simplex QSO, and was heard in 
a car at the Hamboree in Miami. Merida is about 650 miles from 
Miami. If you hear DX through a repeater, please try to establish 
simplex communication too. QSOs through repeaters do not count 
for states worked or grid block credit or for. true personal 
satisfaction either! 


Remember to listen for trans-Gulf tropo in the evenings and 
mornings.

FCC DECLINES RULEMAKING 
TO EXPAND CB SERVICE 

The Commission has denied three petitions for rulemaking to 
expand the Citizens Band radio service and create single-sideband- 
only channel. 

The petitions involved a request by CB Magazine to set aside 
frequencies above CB Channel 40 (27.405 MHz) for single sideband 
(SSB) operation only; a proposal by the Washington State CB 
Radio Association to create a ‘‘Hobbyist Class’ in the Amateur 
Radio Service to operate on frequencies above CB Channel 40 using 
SSB; and the Personal Radio Operators International Federation’s 
proposal for a broad restructuring and expansion of the personal 
radio services to provide four CB-type radio services at 27, 220 and 
900 MHz and set aside frequencies for SSB-only operation.

The United States also has an agreement with the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU) permitting third party com- 
munications with its station 4ULITU in Geneva, Switzerland. 

International amateur radio communications are limited by the 
International Radio Regulations, which state in part that they shall 
be made in plain language and shall be limited to messages of a 
technical nature relating to tests and to remarks of a personal 
character for which, by reason of their unimportance, recourse to 
the public telecommunications service is not justified. Business 
messages are prohibited. At the end of an exchange of international 
third party communications, each amateur radio station must 
transmit the call sign of the foreign station in addition to its own

1. I shall never interrupt the Net to volunteer to take traffic, but, 
shall wait until Net Control asks if anyone can handle the message. 

2. When Net Control sends me DOWN ten, and I find that 
Frequency occupied I shall continue going DOWN until I find a 
clear Frequency, never never UP - because I know the other 
Station will be looking for me ten and DOWN. 

3. ‘“‘Ditto”’ if lam sent UP ten — I shall go up up up never down. 

4. Before starting traffic I shall inquire if Frequency is in use — 
even if I don’t hear anyone transmitting. 

5. After I give the message number I shall not make any remarks 
that receiving station should not write down as part of that 
message. 

6. After sending or receiving traffic I shall return to Net 
Frequency and sit quietly — I shall not interrupt the net to an- 
nounce that “I am back’’ — unless I failed to make contact — 
assuming the Net Control station will ask for ‘“‘returning”’ stations 
if and when they need or want them. 

7. When sending a message I shall not repeat any part of it unless 
the receiving stations asks for ‘‘fills’’. 

8. When conditions are good, and I am sure receiving stations 
copy well, I shall not spell any “‘common”’ words, unless they ask 
for it. 

9. I shall, when necessary, use only the adopted and accepted 
Phonetics. 

10. I realize I will be talking less during the Net, but, know I will 
be a blessing to a busy Net Control Station, and all my Ham friends. 

11. I know there are many more mistakes I must correct before 
attaining the status of efficient Traffic Handler, but for someone 
with my limited will-power, these ten may be too many.

AUTOMATIC CONTROL OF AMATEUR RADIO 
STATION “BEACONS” AUTHORIZED 

The Commission has authorized automatic control for Amateur 
radio stations transmitting one-way ‘‘beacon transmissions’’ to 
detect unusual propagation conditions and to check out and adjust 
radio equipment. 

The amended rules also include a provision explicitly stating that 
individual amateur stations engaging in such operations will have 
to terminate transmissions if the Commission determines they are 
causing undue interference. 

The previous rules authorized beacon operation only under 
manual control when an operator is present during all periods of 
operation. The Commission has routinely granted special tem- 
porary authorizations (STAs) for automatic control to Amateur 
stations for beacon operations and tht experience has shown that 
automatic control is adequate for complying with all other ap- 
plicable rules. 

The Commission said approximately a dozen comments were 
received on its proposal, all of which generally supported it. There 
was, however, unanimous disagreement with the Commission’s 
choice of frequencies to authorize for beacon operation in the 10- 
meter amateur band and it, therefore, modified its proposed rules 
tospecify operation on the frequencies 28.20-28.30 MHz. 

The Commission noted that while it was not placing frequency 
restrictions on manually-controlled beacon operations, it would not 
stand for illegally-caused interference. Therefore, it included in the 
rules a provision authorizing the Engineers-in-Charge of the 
Commission’s field facilties to order the cessation of beacon 
operation when a station is operating improperly or causing undue 
interference.

SOLVING DAYTONA’S SKYWARN 
ANTENNA PROBLEM 
By Walt Maxell, W2DU/4, ARRL TA 

Florida’s tornado season is a worrysome time for the National 
Weather Service. Because local storms can build and strike with 
such devastating speed, catastrophic damage can occur before the 
Weather Service radars show even a hint of disturbance. For a 
timely prediction of tornados, meteorologists need to know the 
formation and movement of dark thunderclouds, and the size of 
hailstones, if any. In many parts of the country the Amateur Ser- 
vice provides an early-warning tornado watch called ‘‘Skywarn,’”! 
that gathers knowledge of such local weather abnormalities for the 
NWS. 

The Skywarn operation in North Central Florida comprises a 
network of two-meter repeaters covering a five-county area, 
controlled from the NWS station in Daytona Beach. With a 160-watt 
rig feeding a 13 dBd rotatable Yagi, Skywarn operators at Daytona 
can query those monitoring any of the twelve participating 
repeaters, to learn the current conditions in that repeater area. 

Daytona’s Skywarn system works well, but originally it had one 
serious problem. With the Yagi on Ocala, Jacksonville Beach (70 
miles and 75° away) was also keyed up, and the signal from 
Jacksonville wiped Ocala out completely. Intending to avoid such 
interference, the Yagi antenna was selected on the manufacturer’s 
claim that ‘‘side and back lobes are down more than 50 dB.”’ Talk 
about exaggerated specifications! So W2DU was asked to study the 
problem. W2DU’s radiation pattern measurements of the Yagi 
showed an 18 dB front-to-back ratio, a sharp, narrow null of 25 dB at 
plus-or-minus 125°, and down only 13 dB at 75°, the Jacksonville 
- direction. No wonder we couldn’t avoid activating Jacksonville! 

The solution called for an antenna having a null in the 
Jacksonville direction, with the major lobe toward Ocala. A 
broadside array of two dipoles spaced 180°, and fed in phase, yields 
a null in the line of the dipoles, with bi-directional lobes at 90° 
(broadside), and a gain of 3.8 dBd. W2DU designed and built this 
array for 146.61 MHz, measured the null depth and found it to be

greater than 40 dB, then installed it at the Daytona Beach NWS 
station. Oriented to place the null toward Jacksonville, Ocala is 15° 
off the peak, so the radiation in the Ocala direction is 0.7 dB down 
from the peak, for a useful gain of 3.1 dBd. Using this ‘‘Ocala’’ 
antenna the 160-watt rig now keys the 70-mile distant Ocala 
repeater with full quieting, with nary a peep from Jacksonville. 
Meteorologists at the Daytona Beach NWS station worry a little 
less these days.

Using QST Propagation Charts 

Each month, QST publishes a set of propagation charts for East, 
West and Central U.S.A. to various parts of the world. These are a 
valuable tool for the DXer, and, coupled with WWV data and 
personal observations, tell if its worthwhile to be on, or to do the 
other things put off for DXing. 

The charts give three frequency curves for each path, plotted 
against Universal (Greenwich) time. The middle curve, drawn 
heavy, is the best average prediction of the maximum usable 
frequency (MUF) for the month. The upper curve frequency is 
expected to be open ten percent of the days at the time indicated, 
and is called the highest possible frequency or HPF. The lowest 
curve frequency is expected to be usable on ninety percent of the 
days, and is usually called the optimum traffic frequency, or FOT. 

The curves are based on several factors. One is the solar activity, 
shown both for the sunspot number and for the solar flux value. 
Another is the sun’s position, the major reason the curves vary 
from month to month. Others are geographic and magnetic poles 
and equators. 

To see how to use these curves, let us look at a tough path — 
Florida to Central Asia, using the April data. The FOT intersects 
only one band, 20 meters, at 00 and 12 hours UT, so this is the best 
time to try this band. If we really need some Central Asian coun- 
tries, we could extend the periods a little, from 2300-0100 and from

1100-1300 UT. We could also try 15 meters, from 1600 to 2000 and 
around 0000 — the chance is about fifty-fifty. We could also try a 
long shot — 10 meters about 1900. 

Now for some refinement. The curves are for a solar Flux of 199, 
which is about the average we have been having. But suppose WWV 
shows the flux to have gone up to 250 due to a big sunspot group. The 
upper curve is now the MUF or nearly so, and its definitely wor- 
thwhile to check 10 meters about 1900. 15 meters is likely to be open 
between 1600 and 2000, and even to 2400. The best time for 20 meters 
will be around 1800. 

On the other hand, suppose the sun is really quiet, with a flux of 
around 150. The MUF moves down to about the bottom curve. Best 
time on 20 meters changes to about 1600. 40 meters seems a fair 
chance, around 0800 UT. Don’t forget to look also at the local time 
for the area you are interested in — there are few stations on at 
0300 local. . 

Modify the chances when the earth’s magnetic field is active. The 
curves do not consider absorption factors. When the World index is 
around 30, and the Boulder index is over 4, forget the whole thing, 
and join the family. If the values are 15 and2, don’t spend too much 
time on this tough path — rag chew instead. But if the World index 
is 5 and the Boulder index is zero, its really worth the effort. Don’t 
forget to check the long path.

Part 97 Deletion....Two sections of the rules have 
been deleted. Part 97.74 which required a licensee to 
provide for measuring his transmitter carrier frequency, a 
and Part 97.71, which required an Amateur to use an 
adequately filtered D.C. supply on any transmitter oper- 
ating below 144 MHz, were both deemed antiquated by 
the Commission. They feel Amateurs realize both are 
simply “good operating Prodedures’’ and deleted the lan- 
guage in keeping with the FCC’s policy of simplifying 
regulatory procedures in all services it supvervises. (From 
ACE Repeater GARS.)

ORDINANCE NO. 551-X-A 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF SUNRISE, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 551-A PROVIDING FOR THE 
ADOPTION OF THE AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY COM- 
MUNICATIONS PLAN OF BROWARD COUNTY, FLORIDA, AS 
EFFECTIVE WITHIN THE CITY OF SUNRISE, FLORIDA; 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SUNRISE, FLORIDA: 

Section 1: That the City of Sunrise hereby adopts and approves 
the Amateur Radio Emergency Communications Plan of Broward 
County, Florida, as outlined in the exhibit attached hereto. 

Section 2: This Oridinance will take effect immediately upon its 
adoption. .

MORE FCC CHANGES 

Effective July 29, the effective radiated power limitations for 
stations in repeater operation in the ten and six meter bands are 
changed, depending on the antenna height above average terrain. 
Below 32 meters, 800 watts. 32 to 160 meters, 400 watts. 160 to 320 
meters, 200 watts. Above 320 meters, 100 watts. ag 

In relaxing the erp limits between 52 and 54 MHz, the Com- 
mission noted that this action will provide a reasonable community 
coverage area during mobile station operations. As for including 
frequencies between 29.5 and 29.7 MHz, the FCC said that the in- 
creasing popularity of 10 meter repeaters created the potential for 
serious cochannel interference. Therefore, erp limits are 
necessary for 10 meter repeater operation. Power limitations for 
repeaters on other bands are unchanged. (ARRL OB 64)
